Sohyo Lodges 
Protest With 
U.K.,America 


The 3,000,000-strong Sohyo, 
Japan's biggest labor group, 
vesterdayv lodged protests 


against the dispatch of U.S. and 
British troops to Lebanon and 
Jordan with American Ambas- 
sador Douglas MacArthur II and 
British Ambassador Sir Daniel 
Lascelles, 

The protests were delivered to 

the American and British en- 
vovs by representatives of the 
General Council of Japan Trade 
Unions (Sohyo). 
The action was taken by So- 
hyo in accordance with a reso- 
lution adopted Monday at the 
opening-day session of its 10th 
convention held at Kudan Hall 
in Tokyo. 


Meanwhile, order was restor- 
ed in the second-lay session of 
the Sohyo convention as the 
antimain current faction dele- 
gates abandoned their boycott 
tactics which they had employ- 
ed in the first-day session. 

However, yesterday morning’s 
meeting came to a temporary 
crisis when the main current 
faction members charged the 
antimain current delegates for 
their absenteeism on the previ- 
ous day. 

Akira Iwai, seme general 
of Sohyo, emphasized in his re- 
view of Sohyo’s activities during 
the past year that the fede- 
ration’s efforts should center on 
wage struggles. 

Iwai made these other points 
in his report: 

1. Struggles for trade union 
rights should be linked with the 
economic struggles. It is also 
necessary to combat a growing 
“enterprise consciousness” 
among trade unionists to effec- 
tively wage united struggles. 

2. Sohyo should close its 
ranks to fight “unjustifiable as-

Kuwait Expected to Join 
UAR Bloc ‘at Any Time’ 


DAMASCUS (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—The British protected sheikh- 
dom of Kuwait on the Persian 
Gulf and the new Republic 
of Iraq are expected to join the 
united Arab states of Egypt, 
Svria and the Yemen at any 
time now, Syrian sources said 
Tuesday. 


The sources said this develop- 
ment follows a series of talks 
here last week between Presi- 
dent Abdel Gamal Nasser, head 
of the United Arab Republic, 
Iraqi revolutionary leaders and 
the ruler of Kuwait Prince 
Abdullah Salem el Sabah, who 
is spending the summer in 
Damascus. 

The source said the talks here 
“will yield good fruits in the 
near future, particularly in 
widening the scope of coopera- 
tion between Kuwait on one 
side, and the UAR and Iraq on 
the other.” 

Prince Abdullah el Sabah, 
whose 5,800 square mile terri- 
tory accounts for some 5O per 
cent of Britain’s oil imports was 
giacd to see “new faces in power 
in Irag,” the sources said, 


Eyes on Kuwait 

LONDON {Kvodo-Reuter)— 
Diplomatic attention here Tues- 
day shifted to the Persian Gulf 
sheikhdom of Kuwait. 

Little has been published 
about the substance of two 
talks the ruler, Sheikh Abdulla 
al Salim al Sabah, had with 
President Nasser on Sunday in 
Damascus, but observers said it 
was clear that the small sheikh- 
dom was adopting an attitude 
of reserve towards Anglo- 
American actions in the Middle 
East. 

The chairman of the cheikh’s 
advisory council, . Mohammed 
Suleiman el Oneibi, who is 
visiting Cairo described the 
American landing in the Lehba- 
non as a political error, similar 
to the British attack in 1956 on 
Suez, 


made clear’ Kuwait did not 
want British troops on its soil. 

On the other hand, he said 
there was no plan for Kuwait, 
which has special.treaty rela- 
tions with Britain, to join the 
new Iragi republic. 

In the view of observers, 
Kuwait has assumed added in- 
ternational importance __ this 
year, as it is the place where 
Japan has entered the Middle 
East oil scene. 

Less than three weeks ago, 
Kuwait signed an agreement 
granting oil exploitation rights 
off its coast to a Japanese 
company. This upset the norm- 
al 50-50 share of profits, by 
allowing Kuwait 57 per cent 
and the Japanese 43 per cent. 

Now that Japan is directly 
interested in Middle East oil, 
observers have noted increas- 
ed activity by its diplomats 
since the Middle East crisis 
began. 

The Japanese envoy in Bagh- 
dad was one of the first to be 
received by the lkeaders of the 
new republican regime.

Recession Said Worsening 


Gov't Must Act: Businessmen 


The nation’s top businessmen 
thumped the table at a meeting 
with members of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party yester- 
dav and stated bluntly that the 
Government now “must take 
positive measures” to give the 
economy a shot in the arm. 

They painted a gloomy picture 
of Japan’s economy and the 
worldwide recession and warned 
that no further delay in curing 
the slump is permissible. 

The warning was considered 
significant as it came from the 
same group of business leaders 
who earlier had opposed any 
“husty” measures and who had 
advised the Government to 
watch developments before do- 
ing anything drastic. 

The showdown came at a 
meeting of members of the Gov- 
ernment party’s epecial commit- 
“tee on finance and economy and 
representatives of these three 
powerful organi®ations: the Fe- 
deration of Economic Organiza- 
tions, the Japan Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry, and 
the Management Association of 


Japan (Keizai Doyukai). 

The meeting was held at the 
Diet Building. 

It is believed that the sug- 
gestions advanced at yester- 
day's conference will have far- 
reaching effects on the econo- 
mic discussions now being held 
between key members of the 
Government and the Tory par- 
ty. 

A spokesman for the commit- 
tee told the press that rep- 
resentatives of the 
private organizations at yester- 


day's conference had agreed 
that the current recession 
would “last long and assume 


serious proportions, and that it 
would not be easy for the Japa- 
nese economy to recover.’ 

The business Jeaders also said 
that further efforts to boost ex- 
ports would not bring about im- 
mediate, tangible results. They 
pointed to the recession in the 
U.S. and in other countries, to 
the dollar shortage in Southeast 
Asia and to “other unfavorable 
factors.”

Soviet Offers 
Changes in 
Japan’s Plan 


UNITED NATIONS 
(UPI)—Russia unexpect- 


edly offered changes Tues- 
day to a Japanese compro- 
mise Middle East resolu- 
tion and the United Na- 
tions Security Council post- 
poned decision until 3 p.m. 
(4 a.m. Wednesday JST). 


Soviet Ambassador Arkady A 
Sobolev, who indicated Mondav 
night that he probably would 
veto the Japanese measure 
which is designed to replace 
U.S. forces in Lebanon with a 
beefed up and armed U.N. ob- 
server group, switched tactics 
Tuesday. 

He sought to put into Japan's 
measure a call for the im- 
mediate withdrawal of Ameri- 
can forces from Lebanon and 
in what was regarded as a 
strange veéring of Soviet policy, 
reinstituted a dermand that the 
U.N, observer group now there 
“continue to develop its activi- 
ties.” This had been deleted 
from Japan’s original measure 
in deference to the Kremlin. 

Sobolev’s amendments would 
instruct Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold to meet the 
Council’s request for reinforce- 
ments which was relayed from 
Beirut last week. But they also 
would put.a July 30 time limit 
on Hammarskjold’s efforts. 

‘The Soviet amendments stood 
no chance of passage, although 
Swedish Ambassador Gunnar 
VY. Jarring gained the Council's 
adjournment until 3 pm. to 
consider them. 

If and when Russia's amend- 
ments ere yoted down, Japa- 
nese sources expected Sobolev 
to veto the original measure. 

Sobolev offered a complete 
redrafting of the Japanese re- 
solution's main operative para- 
graph which originally: 

“Requests the secretary gen- 
eral to make arrangements 
forthwith for such measures, in 
addition to those envisaged by 
the resolution of 11 June 1958, 
as considered necessary in the 
light of the present circum- 
stance, with a view to enabling 
the U.N. to fulfill the general 
purposes established in that re- 
solution, and which will, in ac- 
cordance with the Charter, 
serve to insure the territorial 
integrity and political indepen- 
dence of Lebanon, so as tw 
make possible the withdrawal 
of U.S. forces from Lebanon.”

Japan Will Abstain 
From Soviet Bid Vote 


The Japanese Government 
early this morning decided to 
abstain from voting when the 
Soviet revision plan is submit- 
ted to the U.N. Security Council 
on the Middle East situation. 

Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama and high officials of 
the Foreign Ministry conferred 
throughout the night on the So- 
viet amendments, 

For this purpose they had tele- 
phone conversations with U.N. 
Ambassador Koto Matsudaira 
early this morning. 

At the conference it was de- 
cided that Japan would abstain 
from voting unless there is any 
change in the Mideast situation, 


The conferees reached the 
conclusion that the Soviet step 
was “regrettable from the view- 
point of procedures at the 
Security Council because the 
intention of the revision plan 
was quite the same as the re- 
solution earlier presented by 
Russia.” 


The Japanese decision to ab- 
stain was scheduled to be an- 
nounced at the Security Coun- 
cil session that was due to open 
at 4 a.m. this morning, JST. 


Foreign Office sources said 
they expected the Western 
powers to treat Russia’s new 
resolution in the same way as 
was the case with Russia’s pre- 
vious “intervention resolution,” 
—that is, vote it down,

Gradual tech- 
nical improvement is, after all, 
the shortest cut for Southeast 
Asia. 

It should also be borne in 
mind that improvement of 
electric power transportation 
and communication facilities is 
a prerequisite to steady econo- 
mic development. 

Southeast Asia would also be 
well ativised to put more 
energy into the training of 
technicians. Regulations gov- 
erning the entry and stay of 
foreigners and their remittances 
home should be relaxed further.

For the fiscal vear just end- 
ed, the figure was down to 
$375,400,000. This means the 
rate of daily spending has gone 
from a $1,220,000 ‘clip to $1,

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MSA Orders 
Survey Ships 
Homeward 


The Maritime Safety Agency 
yesterday ordered to return 
home its survey ship Takuyo 
and patrol ship Satsuma, both 
of which were showered by ra- 
dioactive fallout in Pacific 


waters west of Bikini Iast 
week. 

The two ships are now at 
labaul, New Britain. 

MSA authorities also  in- 


structed the captains of the two 
ships to transfer to the Satsuma 
for rest 14 members of the Ta- 
kuyo, suffering from a reduc- 
tion of white blood corpuscles 
after being exposed to radiation 
in the Pacific last week, 

The MSA yesterday called a 
conference of atomic radiation 
experts to find out how serious- 
ly the crew members of the two 
ships were affected by the radio- 
active fallout. 

Dr. Masao Tsuzuki, director of 
the Japan Red Cross Hospital, 
Masanori Nakaizumi, professor 
emeritus of Tokyo University, 
and Yoshio Mikamo, professor 
of Tokyo University, were aiso 
asked if the crew members 
should be hospitalized in Ra- 
baul or flown home on the basis 
of clinical reports received from 
the New Britain port yesterday 
by the Maritime Safety Agency. 

Tsuzuk! and other radiation 
diseases experts assured the 
MSA authorities that the effect 
of radiation on the crew of both 
ships wes not assumed to be 
seTiousr. 

The crews may work on the 
ships as usual during their 
home vovage, they said, 

The Takuyo and Satsuma were 
showered by strong atomic ra- 
diation in waters 700 miles west 
of Bikini last week and had to 
call off their survey of ocean 
currents in- equatorial waters, 

A minute physical examina- 
tion. at a hospital in Rabaul on 
the eastern tip of New Britain 
Isiand revealed that two of the 
crew members of the Takuyo 
had white corpuscle counts of 
3.550. Ten others had counts 
of under 5.000. The count for 
healthy persons is between 6,000 
and 7,000, 

A cable from the Takuyo said 
the radioactive count of the ship 
itself dropped to one fourth of 
its count just after it was ex- 
posed to radiation. 


The report sald the crew 
members of the Satsuma were 
affected to a lesser degree than 
the men of Takuyo.

This meeting has 
ganized by the U.N. through 
the Technical Assistance Ad- 
ministration, the Economic 
Commission for Asia and 
the Far Bast, and the Bureau 


been or 


of Social Affairs, In coopera. 
tion with UNESCO and the 


Government of Japan, 

The seminar will be attended 
by participants from at least 18 
countries all of whom are per- 
sonaliy engaged in various 
spheres related to planning and 
industrialization, either in 
private life or in government. 

The seminar js to be opened 
by Japan's Minister of Construc- 
tion, Saburo Endo, and the 
opening session is also to be 
addressed by the Governor of 


Tokyo Metropolis, Selichiro 
Yasui. and ECAFE’s Executive 


Secretary. C. V. Narasimhan, 
seminar’s approach to 
regional planning will be to 
consider all thosé factors and 
techniques which apply within 
a country as it undertakes the 
economic development of its 
various regions. 


The large and exhaustive 
agenda is divided into two 
sections: (1) current § trends 


which influence such planning, 
and (2) the techniques of plan- 
ning which are applicable. 

The discussion will according- 
ly encompass the demographic 
implications of regional plin- 
ning, the relationship between 
industrialization and agricul- 
tural. development and the phy- 
sical and administrative prob 
lems, 

The general implications of ur- 
banization, which begins as new 
industries are established lead- 
ing to the growth of new towns, 
will be among the preoccupa- 
tions of the seminar, and Tokvo, 
one of the great metropolises of 
the world, will provide a busy 
part of the discussion. 

The seminar will consider the 
problems of metropolitan and 
rural planning and also of the 
planned development of a coun- 
tryv’s natural resources, 

Problems involved in deter- 
mining the location of industries 
are also to be taken into ac- 
count, 

The objective of the seminar 
is to provide Asian countries 
with general lines of economic 
and social policy and with sug- 
gestions for administering and 
evaluating their planning pro- 
grams. 

Specific recommendations are 
expected to be made on ques- 
tions of urban and rural deve- 
lopment and on the location of 
industries—-current problems 
engaging the attention of most 
Asian countries today. 

Another series of papers pre 
sents the cities of Colombo, 
Bangkok New Delhi, Djakarta, 
Hongkong, Rangoon, Tokyo and 
Manila among case histories in 
urbanization. 

Since the bigger Asian coun- 
tries are all faced with the prob 
lem of overpopulation in one 
degree or another, they are like- 
ly to find special cause for reflec- 
tion in a study of Indonesia’s ef- 
fort to move masses of the po- 
pulation from the overcrowded 
island of Java to neighboring 
Sumatra. 

Participants from the follow- 
ing countries and territories are 
expected to attend the seminar: 

Burma, the Republic of China, 
Ceylon, Hongkong, India, Indo- 
nesia, Japan, the Republic of 
Korea, the Federation of Mala- 
ya, the Netherlands, Pakistan, 
the Philippines, Thailand, the 
U.S. and the USSR. 

ILO and UNESCO are sending

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MPEA Denies 
Mass Firing 
Charges Here 


NEW YORK (AP)—Japanese 
charges that additional U.S. mo- 
tion picture companies operat- 
ing In Japan plan mass dismis- 
sale of thelr employes were 
denied Monday by the Motion 
Picture Export Association in 
New York. 


“Only two U.S, motion picture 
companies have recently made 
dismissals in Japan,” the MPEA 
seid mM a statement. “They are 
Warner Brothers and RKO, 


“No other U.S. company has 
made staff reductions recently 
and none has any present plans 
to make any staff reductions ex- 
cept for the normal employing 
and dismissals that oceur in the 
usual course of business.” 


The MPEA said the Japanese 
signatories to the charges have 
been “grievously misinformed.” 

“In line with its announced 
policy of reducing its distribu- 
tion activities throughout the 
world, RKO recently reduced is 
staff 
one-fifth, 

“In the matters of advance 
notice and separation payments 
RKO met or exceeded all the 
requirements of Japanese law 
and custom. Each employe dis- 
missed, in fact, received extra 
cash payments. 

“Now with respect to Warner 
Brothers, which also reduced its 
staff recently: 

“All the dismissed employes 
received at least two weeks’ ad- 
vance notice and their separa- 
tions in all respects were car- 
ried out strictly in accordance 
with Japanese laws and regula- 
tions, This was in keeping with 
the reguiar policy of Warner 
Brothers. In view of the spe 
cial circumstances, Warner 
Brothers, moreover, also author- 
ized its local Japanese manage- 
ment to make additional sub- 
stantial payments to the dis- 
missed employes. 


“These dismissals affected less 
than one-eighth of the total 
number of employes, and were 
attributed by the Warner Broth- 
ers home office in large part to 
the reduction of work resulting 
from current print limitations 
imposed by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. 


“We wish to reiterate that» 


other U.S. motion picture com- 
panies have not made any. re- 
cent dismissals in Japan except 
those customary in the normal 
course of business, and that 
they do not contemplate any re- 
duction of staff In the near fu- 
ture,” 


Customs Seize Haul 


On Black Market 


Customs officers and police in 
eight major cities throughout 
Japan conducted simultaneous 
raids on market placés and 
stores yesterday to ferret out 
liquor, coffee, canned goods, 
watches and cameras im 
duty free by members of th 
U.S. Security Forces and chan- 
neled into the black market. 


The raids, ordered by. the 
Customa Department of the Fi- 
nance Ministry, was the year’s 
first big crackdown on foreign 
black-market goods. 

In Tokyo, officers raided 17 
places, including the natorious 
“Ameya Yokocho” jin Okachima- 
chi and seized 50 cases of feod- 
stuff and largé quantities. of 
watches and cameras. 

In Osaka, 
searched 22 places, including 
big department stores, such 28 
Daimaru, Sogo and  Taka- 
shimaya. 

They also searched six places 


in Kyoto, including the Dal- 
maru and Marubuteu depart- 
ment stores.

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Ethiopia Observes Birthday 


Of Emperor Haile Selassie I 


By GOYTOM PRTROS 
Minister of Ethiopia 


Today, July 23, fs the birth- 
day of His Majesty Haile Selas- 
sie I, Emperor of Ethiopia, the 
man whom divine provi- 
cence has chosen to direct the 
destiny of the country, in difi- 


cult and crucial times of its 
millenary history. 

If it is true that the age 
makes the man, so is it that 
the man makes his age. 

In the case of His Majesty 


the Emperor Haile Selassie l, 
the latter is more appropriate, 
because during the 42 years of 
his sagacious leadership Ethio- 
pia, which in 1916 was a feudal 
State, was gradually but radical- 
ly changed into a modern and 
democratic nation, starting a 
hew era Of progress and indus- 
trialization., 

His Majesty was born in a 
small town near Harar on July 
23, 1892 and christened with the 
name of “Tafari,” his father 
being His Highness Ras Makon- 
nen, cousin of Menelik If. 

In 1904, when Tafari was onl) 
twelve and a half years old, Ras 
Makonnen appointed him gov- 
ernor of Garamulata, a large 
district of his (Ras Makonnen’s) 
th dap cen of Harar, with the 

igh rank of Dajazmach. Al- 
though his tender years did not 
permit him personally to ex- 
ercise all the functions of 4 
governor, this early introduc- 
tion to administrative tasks, 
combined with a careful atten- 
tion to all he saw and heard 
when admitted, by virtue of 
his rank, to consultations be- 
tween his father and provincial 
Officials, gave him an invalu- 
able experience of men and af- 
fairs. 


Became Governor 


Less than two years later, 
Ras Makonnen died. The Em- 
peror Menelik soon appointed 
young Dajazmach Tafari to the 
governorship of Salale in Shoa; 
this was, however, little more 
than nominal. Later, he was 
appointed governor of Baso, 
also In Shoa, and next, in 1908, 
of half the province of Sidamo. 
He was now of an age to take 
upon himself the practical re- 
sponsibilities of administration: 
and though he had hitherto 
felt himself too immature to 
eit as judge in a provincial 
court, he now regularly under- 
took that function. 


Later on, Dajazmach Tafari 
was appointed governor of his 


father’s province of MHarar. 
Here, where two intervening 
Governors had not managed to 


maintain the high standard set 
by Ras Makonnen, our young 
Tafari found full scope for his 
administrative abilities. He 
was soon recognized as posses- 
sing outstanding qualities of 
organizing capacity and com- 
mand and a tireless devotion to 
his duties, 


Meanwhile, in 1913, on the 
death of Emperor Menelik II, 
Lij lyasu, his grandson, became 
the Head of State, but being 
found unequal to his high posi- 
tion, was deposed. In his place, 
Menelik’'s daughter, JZauditu 
was proclaimed Empress, with 
Dajazmach Tafari, now nominat- 
ed Ras, as regent and heir to 
the throne. 


Government Reformed , 


Because of the opposition of 
the reactionary and conserva- 
tive feudal chiefs during his 
Regency, Ras Tafari had to 
proceed with great care lest, by 
openly adopting too progressive 
ar. attitude, he should forfeit 
the great respect in which he 
was held and which eventually 
enabled him to iead the couna- 


try along the path he had 
mapped out for it. 

Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ment administration was re- 
formed, the various ministries 


were organized, more hospitals 
and schools were built, educa- 
tion being the key to his whole 
program. Then came electric 
light, motor cars and lorries. 
The printing press was also in- 
troduced, which made possible 
the issuance of newspapers 
and the publication of a succes- 
sion of educational and literary 
works. Further, foreign ad- 
visors of various nationalities 
were engaged to assist both in 
the administrative and technical 
fields. 

The sphere of foreign rela- 
tions was indeed a preoccupa- 
tion to which the future Em- 
peror devoted much thought 
and skill. Ethiopia had succeed- 


ed. almost alone among the 
countries of Africa, in main 
taining her independence in- 
tact, though cornpletely sur-

When the League of Nations 

came into existence, the regent 


wisely saw # as the most 
valuable safeguard for the 
sovereignty and territorial in 


tegrity of Ethiopia and applied 
for membership which was ac- 
corded in 1923, in spite of some 
opposition in certain quarters. 


Emperor in 1930 


In 1930, the. Empress Zauditu 
died after a long illness and 
Tafari (who in 1928 had receiv- 
ed the rank of Newzus) automat- 
ically became Emperor, being 
crowned on Nov. 2 of the same 
year, and assumed the name of 
Haile Selassie 


which means 
Power of the Trinity. This 
brought a call to enhanced 
duties and responsibilities, 
from which he did not shrink. 
For the shouldering of this 


heavy burden, the years past 
had well-prepared him. 

The program of reforms and 
modernization was continued 
with increased vigor. 

First of all, in order to share 
responsibility with his people, 
Hie Majesty, of his own free 
will, gave them a written Con- 
stitution, imposing limitations 
upon his own powers. A bica- 
meral Parliament was establish- 
ed and a responsible Cabinet of 
Ministers was formed. Civil 
liberties and political rights 
were guaranteed and protected. 
Ethiopia thus achieved her 
first measure of democratic gov- 
ernment by no violent revolu- 
tion, nor by any form of pres- 
sure upon her ruler. This act 
of the Ethiopian Monarch has 
a parallel only in the history 
of Japan where the Emperor 
Meiji graciously granted his 
people a Magna Charta. 


Steady Development 


In every other field, too, 
development went steadily 
ahead. Then dark clouds 


threatened to obscure the biue 
and clear sky of Ethiopia. It 


Was nothing other than that 
foreign invasion which did 
come and the Emperor, after 


fighting with Indomitable cour- 
age as just a soldier among the 


rank and file of his men, realiz- 
ed im time the hopelessness of 
further resistance in an wh- 
equal fight which, if continued 
reckiessiy any longer, 
have resulted In qa useless 
cide for his people, and went 
into voluntary exile pleading 
his country’s cause most strong- 
ly before the World Nations 
Assembly at Geneva. 


Historic Speech 


prophetic speech that 
His Majesty delivered has be- 
come historic, but the league 
at that time ignored it, abdicat- 
ing itS responsibilities and 
sacrificing Ethiopia. “The Em- 
peror has battled against heavy 
odds, stuck to his faith ifthe 
ultimate triumph of justice,” 
patientiy awaiting his hour 
which came finally in 1941, 
when, leading his loyal and 
patriotic followers and aided 
by the Allied British forces, he 
regained his ancestors’ throne. 

The task of reconstruction 
was heavy; everything had to 
be started “ex tabula rasa” be- 
cause the toll of two wars had 
torn the nation to shreds fin- 
ancially, economically and ‘so- 
cially.

NEW DELHI (Kyodo-Reuter) 
-—~IIndian scientists are to inves- 
tigate a widely-believed legend 
that the rare flowering of bam- 
boos heralds an abnormal in- 
crease in rats—and a consequent 
threat of famine. 


In the steaming rairtsoaked 
jungies of Assam this vear, the 
bamboos flowered—for the first 
time in nearly half a century. 

Simultaneousiy, hundreds of 
rats appeared in the vicinity and 
created havoc in the paddy 
fields, fruit orchards and vege- 
table gardens of the peasants. 

The rat plague was particu- 

lariy noticeable in the eastern 
districts of Assam state. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of them in- 
fested fields and forests. The 
destructive and elusive rodents 
were of three § species—the 
“bay,” “hoary” and large “bam- 
boo” rats. 
The Assam state Government, 
concerned over the havoc creat- 
ed by the rats, has now launch- 
ed a multipronged drive to de- 
stroy the pests. Eight antirat 
squads have been formed, and 
are patrolling the worst-affected 
areas, trapping rats and seeking 
the people's cooperation to 
check the menace. 

The Government has set aside 
over 16,000 rupees (£1,200 
sterling) to fight the rats.

Skin Divers Find 
Vast Roman Ruins 


ALBENGA, Italy (UPT)—-The 
most enthusiastic students of 
Roman ruins should bring 
aqualungs and swim fins to 
Italy with them.

and archeologists have recently 
found skin diving a good way 
to explore them. 

Two engineers, 
Cino Boccazzi, were only ones 
who described underwater field 
trips to the recent Second Con- 
gress of Underwater Archeology 
here. 

Basing their dives on the cen- 
turies-old writing of Roman 
poets, they discovered a vast 
under treasure-chest of 
archeological finds.

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Unemployment in Japan 


The increasing unemployment is an unpleasant feature 


of the present situation in Japan. This unemployment hus 
some special aspects which deserve careful study on the 
part of those who are trying to deal with the problem. 


So far as Tokyo is concerned one of the principal fac- 
tors is the constant arrival in the capital of a stream of 
people from the countryside who hope by coming here to 


b@tter their condition.

many fail to find jobs and consequently go to swell the 
ranks of either the totally unemployed or of casual labor.

The United States is hopeful 
after 15 days to have a tanker 
arrangement in operation to 
bring supplies from Britain's 
Aden refinery to Aqaba, but at 
the moment Jordan’s oil supply 
is endaagered by lack of tank- 


ers. Many of those which have 
been in operation from Iraq 
were caught in Iragi waters 


with the revolt. 

Tension here in Amman is less 
than it was a year ago during 
Jordan's last major crisis. The

capital lo®ks almost tranquil. 
But this is not expected to last, 

Nasser’s radio is extremely 
vocal, issuing threats against 
Hussein’s throne, and Nasser 
himself has been boasting that 
Hussein soon will share the fate 
of his cousin Feisal of Iraq. 

Picked regiments of the fam- 
ed Arad Legion with heavily 
gunned armored ears. and ma- 
chineguns ring Hussein's Bas- 
man Palace and the residence of 
Premier Samir Rifai. 

Hussein, however, has lost 
much of his officer corps. Per- 

aps 150 of his officers are 
either in jail or have fled to 
Iraq or Damascus, Included in 
the escapees to Iraq ave his 
former air force chief and his 
former deputy chief of staff. 

There has been a little shoot- 
ing already. It is not 
serious yet—just some ne 
tionalist hotheads vainiy shoot- 
ing from the rooftops at pass- 
ing British Air Force planes, 

It that Hussein 
would have shared Feisal’s fate 
had he not been forewarned 
and been able to clean out the 
suspects from the officer corps 
in Jordan's Army. 

There are several versions of 
what happened. The one most 
widely accepted here is that an 
officer of the Jordan Army 
defected and tipped off both the 
British and Hussein to the plot 
against the Jordanian throne. 
This theory is supported by the 
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fact that Nasser had openly 
boasted that he would have 
Hussein thrown from the 


palace. 

There was also a suspicion 
here that the timing of the Iraqi 
revolt was off to such an ex- 
tent that it caught even Nasser 
by surprise, although he lost 
little time in capitalizing on it. 

Support for Jordan from the 
United States now begins to 
look like a long, costly affair. 
But Britain apparently consid- 
ers Jordan’s fate a matter of 
the most extreme importance. 
Evidentivy Britain feels that if 
Jorda.i goes; Kuwait will be the 
next target. And it is possible 
that U.S. policy makers fee! 
that'the turn of Saudi Arabia, 
the last American foothold in 
the area, Which supplies West- 
ern Europe's oil, would not bé 
far away,

American inattention crossed

The President's speech to the 
Canadian Parliament, though it 
was ably written, failed, it seem- 
ed to me, to recognize that the 
times have changed and that 
the old relationship which has 
worked well for so long will 
not be good enough for the 
future. Indeed, much of the 
emphasis of the President's 
speech was on the ideological 
notion, which does not happen 
to be true in this case, that 
lovers of a free economy there 
is nothing much for statesmen 
to do. What, for example, was 
the point of his saying that “the 
United States and Canada are 
not state traders” when one of 
the specific Canadian grievances 
over the United States’ state 
tracing operations for the dis- 
posal of our surplus wheat?

Thevreal long-term problem, 
of disparity in size combined 
with American inattention, is 


not going to be solved by occa- 
sional meetings at or near the 
summit, and for the rest by con- 
ventional diplomatic inter- 
course. We have to open oyr 
minds, I am inclined to think, 
to the task of creating some 
kind of new organ, a joint poli- 
tical institution which has 
enough authority to make both 
Governments listen. 

The chief reason for thinking 
that the existing diplomatic ma- 
chinery is not adequate lies in 
the radical difference between 
the Canadian and the American 
form, of representative govern- 


ment. At last week's meeting in 
Ottawa, for example, Eisen- 
hower had nothing like the 


power to negotiate which Die- 
fenbaker possesses. The Prime 
Minister could commit his Gov- 
ernment. The President, who 
outranks him, does not control 
Congress and could not commit 
the American Government. 


For in most of the economic 
issues which affect Canadian- 
American relations the real 
power in the American Govern- 
ment is not the President but 
the Congress.

Obviousiy; neither country is 
going to change its form of gov- 
ernment. Obviously also, it is 
not possible for the Congress of 
the United States to negotiate 
with the Canadian Government. 
This leads me to think that it 
might prove to be relevant and 
useful to establish a permanent 
joint institution, in the nature 
of two delegations from the two 
Governments, and with a joint 
secretariat. 

I do not think of the institu- 
tion as having supranational 
powers, like the Furopean Coal 
and Steel Community, but as 
having the right by treaty and 
by law to report on the com- 
plaints, to give advice and to 
make proposals which, it would 
be agreed, were to be taken 
seriously by both Governments.

But 
because the charge was so fre- 
quentivy NOT true, Japan be- 
came the world’s bargain base- 
ment and her exports boomed. 
Japan had learned to give bet- 
ter value for money—service 
able goods at budget prices for 
the great majority of consumers 
who cannot afford the de luxe 
model with the extra gadgets. 


Should Japan return to real 
competition in world markets, 
rather than the namby-pamby 
variety preferred by her com- 
petitors (and Ambassador Asa- 
kai), how can she avoid quota 
restrictions, discriminatory 
tariffs, etc? Not by plaintive 
wails about Japan’s need to ex- 
port, but by mobilizing foreign 
consumer support over the 
heads of foreign businessmen. 

Consider America, the writer's 
home. Large segments of the 
consuming public are sick unto 
death of rapacious price goug- 
ing by organized business and 
organized labor at home—or 
production concentrated on de 
luxe models—or “gentlemen's 
agreements” to “stabilize” 
prices.

pattern the Free Trade Area on 
the EEC whereby the danger 
arises that all too perfectionist 
standards might be applied to 
the Free Trade Area treaty. 
The Germans have made it 
clear that they oppose such 
perfectionist methods, Nor do 
they think it necessary that all 
relevant questions be determin- 
ed right from the start bv the 
inclusion ORa large number of 
individual regulations, 

Of the three terms “desira- 
ble”, “necessary” and “vital” 
usually given to the Free Trade 


Area, the Germans believe that 
“necessary” is the word which 
applies best. They are well 


aware of the danger that if the 
Free Trade Area should fail to 
materialize, the EEC countries 
on the one hand, and the re- 
maining part of Europe on the 
other hanc might form economic 
and eventually political blocs. 


Failure to establish such a 
Free Trade Area would of 
necessitv lead to economic war- 
fare in: Europe, For if in the 
area covered by the EEC coun- 
tries the customs barriers and 
other trade restrictions are 
abolished, these measures will 
have adverse effects on the 


other European gountries since 
the purchasers in the six coun- 
tries will naturaily give prefer- 
ence to goods they can obtain 
free of duty, 

On balance, the basic attitude 
of the Germans is that if a fur- 
ther integration of Europe is 
to be achieved, all parties in- 
volved. should be prepared to 
bring sacrifices so as to attain 
a compromise. During the re- 
levant negotiations the Ger: 
mans have shown the same un- 
derstanding for the exponents 
of both schools: for France’s 
difficulties arising from the 
fact that she is expected to de- 
part from her traditional pro- 
tectionism which has always 
served to safeguard her indus- 
try and agriculture, as well as 
for Britain’s ties with the 
Coramonwealth, and the result- 
ing preferential system. 

However, Germany holds 
that it will prove impossible to 
incorporate both systems in 
their entirety into the Free 
Trade Area, and is therefore 
prepared to contribute toward 
the attainment of a compromise 
between the still widely diverg- 
ing viewpoints. For all that, 
Germany Wishes on no account 
to assume the role of an arbi- 
trator. 

One of the most. difficult 
problems in point is concerned 
with the way in which agricul- | 
ture is to be included in the 
Free Trade Area, In this con- 
nection, a decisive step forward 
was made when, in February of 
this vear, Britain ‘abandoned 
the strictly negative attitude 
she had so far maintained in 
this respect. 

In the meantime, Germany 
was able to have her proposal 
for the upkeep of the status 
quo adopted within the frame- 
work of the European Econom- 
ic Community. This means 
that Britain is expected to con- 
tinue absorbing from the en- 
tire area of the European Eco 
nomic Community countries the 
same amount of agricultural 
products she has imported in 
the past from the six individual 
member states. 

In addition, it is Germany's 
wish that the British rate of 
increase relating to the con- 
sumption of farming products 
be distributed among the EEC 
members at the same ratio. 

Finally, the Germans con- 
sider it an absolute necessityv 
that the first tariff reductions 
to be effected in the EEC terr? 
tory on Jan. 1, 1959, in the 
amount of 10 per cent should 
be carried out simultaneously 
and to the same extent in the 
planned Free Trade Area, even 
if it should prove impossible 
to conclude, by that date, a 
final agreement on the Free 
Trade Area. However, the Ger- 
mans believe that the conclu- 
sion of such an agreement will 
be possible by the time the sec- 
ond tariff cuts of the European 
Economic Community will go 
into effect on July 1, 1961.
